A FIGHT FOIt FUEE SILVER. 


An election for member of Congress 


wilt be held in the Eighteenth Illinois 
District a week from next Tuesday to 
fill a vacancy caused by death. A year 
ago the district went Republican by 
a bout 3,000 majority. This year there 
is a square fight between Lane, who is 
an absolute free coinage man, and 
Had ley, the gold bug nominee. The 
fight is one of the hottest ever waged 
in Illinois. On the silver side ex-Con- 
gressman Bryan of Nebraska, ex-Con- 
gressman Bland of Missouri and other 
noted free coinage men are making 
speeches in the district in advocacy of 
Lane's election, while Chairman Tanner 
of the Republican Central Committee is 
using money for campaign arguments. 


As the Illinois Democracy declared 


for free coinage an<i against Cleveland's 
financial policy, the gold men are de- 
termined to defeat Lane if it can be 
accomplished by the expenditure of 
money.' The Republicans and Adminis- 
tration Democrats are against him and 
if he can overcome them in a district 
which gave over 3,000 Republican ma- 
jority a year ago it will be a decisive 
and signal victory for the cause of free 
coinage.

the colony to purchase Maxim guns 
aud make other preparations to hold 
Venezuela^ territory. The High Coun- 
cil of the colony, however, defeated tho 
resolution for warlike methods by n 
vote of 10 to8, thus rejecting the policy 
laid down by the British Cabinet.

ROBBER-PROOF MAIL TRAINS. 


They Are Now Running on Some East- 


ern Rondg. 


The first of the new robbsr-proof 


mail trains built in the shops of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railway Company for 
he new service established by the 
Postotfice Department between New 
York and St. Louis left Jersey City last 
week. 


The mail cars are believed to be im 


pregnable to the most expert train 
robber. Without platforms or doors to 
speak of they present hardly a foot 
hold for the bandits. The cars are built 
of heavy and solidly joined timbers^ 
:aloulated to withstand telescoping, 
ceep out bullets and defy a smash-up. 
"Ixcept when rounding a curve no 
>reak can be distinguished between 
he cars, so little space is there at their 
uncture 
At one end ot the car there 


s a door, stoutly barricaded, and at the 
othei end a diminutive trap door, and 
on either side two doors for the de- 
ivery and receipt of mail. The ends 
are strengthened by heavy timber? and 
ron braces as a preventive of telescop- 
ng. Twelve chandeliers supplied from 
three gas tanks in each car, under a 
pressure of thirty-six atmospheres, 
brilliantly illuminate tbe cars, which 
are thoroughly ventilated and .com- 
'ortably furnished.

According to Dr. Dopont, & physician 


ot Paris, -writing in Les Annales d'Hy- 
giene Pabliqne, a safe and effective 
method of pnrifybm water ty chemical 
action baa been discovered. Dr. Dopont 
notes that hitherto the tuethods of pnri- 
fyiiig drinking waief have been by fil- 
tration and by the action of beat. Fil- 
tration is the oldest tmd least effective 
method. Even filtration through porous 
porcelain, the most effective substance 
ka<y\\u, cmmot always be trusted, espe- 
cially after tho apparatus has been long 
in user Dr. Dnpont does not assert (hat 
boiling fails to destroy noxions germs, 
but he Bajs that it often leaves in tbe 
•water organic matter that might be 
dangerous to health, and that boiling 
makes -water less digestible by robbing 
it of its gases. Be instances a case iu 
\rhich water Irom the Seine •was found 
after boiling to contain more microbes 
than before. 


M. Qirar, director of tho municipal 


laboratory of Paris, and Dr. Bordas, a 
pupil of Professor Brouardei, have re- 
cently presented to the Academy of 
Sciences, thiongh tho chemist Friedel, 
a communication on tho purification of 
\vnter by chemical action. Tbe chemic- 
als used are permanganate of lime and 
binoxido of manganese. The permanga- 
nate of lime, coming in contact with or- 
ganic matter and micro organisms, de- 
stroys them and decomposes itself into 
oxygen, oxide of manganese and lime. 
Then, to carry off the surplus of per- 
manganate and complete the- purifica- 
tion, tbe water is poured over binoxido 
of manganese. Oxygen, in tbe nascent 
state is thus freed, and it bnrts up any 
remaining germs. There remain then in 
the apparatus inferior oxides of manga- 
nese, •which hasten to reosidize them- 
selves and furnish again a certain quan- 
tity of binoxide of manganese. Tho wa- 
ter, as thus finally purified, contains a 
little lime in the form of a bicarbonate 
and traces of oxygenated water. 


A very small quantity of permanga- 


nate of lime is used in this process. 
Hot more than 1 S grains troy to 
about a quart of water taken from the 
Seine at a point near Paris resulted in 
tho production of perfectly puio water 
as wholesome as spring water. Dr. Da- 
pout says (hut if tho process can be made 
successful on a large scale the question 
of purifying water is settled. Water 
containing 100,000 colonies of microbes 
per cubit otmtimeter can thus be puri- 
fied, and ice placed in water with per- 
manganatt of limo is aleo quickly ster- 
ilized. ^
